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WATER 


Water  Engineers  Report: 

Tlio  bulk  supply  of  water  received  into  tho  district  from 
Sheffield  via  Rotherham  during  the  year  ending  51st  December  1943 
amounts  to  265.964  million  gallons  and  shows  an  increase  of  7,651c  over 
the  previous  year’s  consumption. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  through  meters  reached  t 
record  figure  of  98.012  million  gallons  leaving  a  difference  of  16\-164 
million  gallons  to  bo  accounted  for,  to  meet  waste  and  domestic  rocvu  ?- 
ments  which  amounts  to  approximately  24.7  gallons  per  day  per  head  oi 
population  and  exceeds  the  previous  year’s  figure  by  one  gallon  per 
head  per  day. 

Compared  with  the  figures  of  the  foregoing  year  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  a  measure  of  stability  has  taken  place  so  far  as  domes'-1; 
usage  is  concerned,  and  to  some  degree  confirms  tho  improved  stability  o.- 
water  pressures  throughout  the  district,  when  compared  with  the 
indifferent  conditions  experienced  in  previous  years. 


Tho  same  high  standard  of  supervision  and  care  has  boon 
taken  to  ensure  the  whole*  some  ness  of  the  water  supply  throughout  the 
district,  tho  following  being  a  typical  analysis  of  the  regular  tests 
taken  from  time  to  time:  -

All  tho  houses  in  tho  district  arc  supplied  directly  from  the  public 
mains  with  tho  exception  cf  eight  outlying  cottages. 


FACTORIES  ACT  1937.  During  tho  year  regular  inspections  were  made  of 
factories  and  workshops  and  in  four  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to 
serve  notices  upon  the  occupiers  concerned.  Additional  W.C.  accommod¬ 
ation  was  provided  in  two  cases,  improved  light  and  ventilation  in  one 
case  and  repairs  of  floors  and  wall  were  effected  in  another.  The 
requirements  as  to  cleansing  of  bakehouses  &c .  were  complied  with. 
Registers  of  factories  and  workplaces  are  kept  by  the  Local  Authority.
